Rates* 
aud discriminations are not entirely within the 
arbitrary determination of the railroad com pa- 
nies. ey are subject tocompetitions which 
they cannot control upon the ocean, upon the 
lakes, and upon the rivers. The great lakes and 
rivers, so pecuilarly .advantageously located as 
to trade with their numerous far-reaching and 
widely-extended navigable tributaries, carry 
water competition into almost every portion of 
the country, with the effect of so reducing gen- 
eral rates that the United States enjoys the 
cheapest railroad transportation in the world.

has been found, and it is undeniable that there 
are bardships, peither tew nor small, arising 
from existing discriminations, often arbitrarily 
imposed, which atfect disastrously local trade at 
non-competing points.

The Commissioner speaks of the unnecessary 
and dangerous dissimilarity of railway signals.

FAST MAILS TO THE PACIFIC COAST PRE- 
VENTED BY RAILWAY JEALOUSY. 
Special Dispatch to Tue Chicaco Tribune.’ 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—It is scarcely et- 

pected that there will be any appropriation this 
year for special facilities for fast mails. The. 
Post · oſhee Department has used but $200,000 of 
the $600,000 appropriation last winter. It has 
been impossible for the railway mail service to 
make satisfactory arrangements with the trunk 
lines for any other mail from New York to the 
Pacific coast as bad been anticipated, owing to 
the jealousy of the competing lines west of 
Chicago. The railroads have thus been 
an obstruction to the speedy trans- 
mission of mails ‘across the continent. 
Postmaster-General Howe now expects 
to cover into the Treasury $400,000 of the amount 
appropriated. With such a precedent, it is. 
scarcely probable that an additional sum wil! be 
appropriated this year. The amount was only 
obtained in the last Congress after 

AN EXCITING DEBATE. 

The difficulty has been that the three voql ing 

roads between Chicago and Omaha would allow 

a fast mail ouly upon the condition that the 

train should not carry passengers or other mat- 


ter. In that case the fast train would be very 
expensive tg the Government. The Union Pacific, 
being aland-grant road, was not anxious to 
pertorm extra service for which it would not 
receive money payment, but only credit on ac- 
count. The result is that, of the $600, ap- 
propriated, ormiy $185,000 has been used, or will 
be used before the end of the year. The Post- 
master-General feit that Congress expected the 
establisnment of the two great trunk lines, and 
the money Ought not to be used for other pur- 
poses.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONER DUDLEY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—The report of 
the Com missioner of Pensions for thé fiscal yeat 
ended June 30, 1882, is sued. Commissioner 
Dudley says the bounty-iand laws should be 
generally remodeled and simplified.

FEDERAL JURISDICTION IN PATENT CASES. 
A assigned to B certain patents upon an

Teas vs. Albright, the bill showed that 
were some questions as to the validity of 
the patents, the defendant ciaiming that he 
worked under another patent, ana the Chancel- 
lor granted a petition to remove the cause to

The cause being thus 
removed, a mouon was made in the Federal 
Court to remand it to the State court because the 
questions as to the validity of the patents were 
collateral only as to the main issue. Judge Nixon 
granted the motion. and said: The real ques- 
tion is upon the unpaid royalties, not the vingi- 
vation of any rights vested in the complainant 
under the United States laws. When a patentee 
sells out all of his interest in a patent as in this 
case, bow can any right remain in dim which is 
secured to him by Congress? The validity of a 
patent, if directly involved. is to be determined 
by the — courts only; but when that ques-

Judge Wailace agreed with the defend- 
ant, and said: As the uefendanot admits the 
validity and use of the patent, and a contract 
ig shown governing the rights of the parties to 
this suit in the use of the invention, no quesu0a 
arises under the Patent laws, and this court has 
no jurisdicuon of the case. The controversy 
disclosed by the bill turns wholly on the construc- 
tion and effect ot the agreement of license, 
and the rights of the oes depend altogether 
upon common law and equity principles.“ 


RECOVERY OF ILLEGAL DUTIES—PRINCIPAL 
AND AGENT. 


Importers — a written authorization to 
third persops to withdraw from the custom- 
house certain merchandise and pay the duties 
thereun. This merchandise bad been entered 
for storage by the importers, and they bad 

iven the usual bond for the payment of duties. 

n “ens action to recover illegal duties exacted ou 

goods, Simpson vs. Scneil, brought 
— the United States Circuit . Court 
for the Southern District of New Torx. 
the Culiector denied the right of the plaintiffs to 
sue, claiming that the dutborization to with- 
draw the merchandise and pay the duties 
thereon was in effect a sale tothe third parties, 
to whom only the overcharges were due. But 
Judge Wallace decided in favor of the plaintiffs, 
and. in the opinion, sad: As‘ the plaintitfs 
were the owners ot the merchandise. and the 
parties primarily responsible for the payment 
of the duties, itis a reasonable presumpuon of 
fact that the persons who were authorized by 
them to withdraw the wand pay the duties 
required to be paid on the withdrawal were act- 
ing in their behalf in the whole transaction. 
The duties illegally exacted are recoverabie by 
the plaintiffs.” 


MORTGAGEE’S RIGHT TO POSSESSION. 


A borrowed money from B and gave his note 
therefor which he secured by a chattel mort- 
gage, in which it was stipulated mort- 
gagor should om possession unt default, 
“or until such e as the mortgagee Salt 
deem nimself insecure.” The mortgagee con- 
sidered his security in doubt and demanded 

ion of the, property mortgaged, but it 
was refused t®him. He then brought an action 
of replevin to take the property, Wernér vs. 
Bergman, and being defeated carried the case to 
the Supreme Court of Kansas, witich decided in 
his favor. The defendant argued that the piaint- 
iff could not demand the geods before he was 
iu fact owner, or bad some reasonable ground 
for alarm, but Judge Valentine, in the opinidn, 
said: ** Under the words of the mortgage the 
plaintiff? could take the property mortgaged 
into his possession whenever he thought bis 
debt in danger, and of this he was the sole 
judge. Ifthe mortgagor wished to protect him- 
seif in the possession of the goods until the se- 
curity of the mortgage was actually endangered 
then he should have set out his wishes in definit 
language; he should have used words which 
— have indicated unger what circumstances 
his right of possession would have been lost.“ 


STREET RAILROADS, 


A lady 75 years oid while leaving a horse-car 
was thrown down and injured and she got a ver- 
dict for $2,500. The judgment was appealed to 
the Court of Appeais of Kentucky, who reversed 
iton the grounds thatthe jury were chargei 
erroneously. In this case, Louisville City Rail- 
road Company vs. Weams, the trial Judge in- 
structed the jury: The company, as a carrier 
of passengers for hbire, was bound, as far as 
human foresight and care would enable it, to 
carry the plaintiff with r and its obligation 
to her did not cease until she bad alighted and 
freed herself from the car, or until she had 
altehted and had reasonable n to free 
herself therefrom.” The Chief- Justice. Hargi's. 
in condewoing the charge, said: The utmost 
care and largestipresight of the most skiliful 
human being belOnging tothe race was pre- 
scribed as the measure of care which the driver 
was bound toexercise. Such a degree of care 
and skill is mn practicable, and, if exacted, would 
force the railroads of this class to employ none 
but persons Who were perfect in skill and care 
so far as any buman being may become so. It 
will be seen at a glauce that sucha rule would 
stop the business of the road or force it to be- 

ne responsible for every accident where it 
_ be seen after it has happened that it might 
have been avoided.” 
UNADJUSTED INSURANCE CLAIMS. 


A creditor after bringing an action against his 
debtor gave the Liverpool & London & Globe lu- 
surance Company, upon which the debtor had a. 
claim under bis fire policy for a loss of $5,000, 
nouce of attachment. To this notice the com- 
pany answered: The defendant was insured in 
this company for 35.000 on bis stock of goods, 
which have been burned. but as the logs has not 

yet been adjusted it cannot be said what will be 
— due to bim.“ On this answer in the 
case, Katz vs. Sorsby, the creditor got a judg- 
ment against the company for $5,000, and it ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of Louisiana, who 
deeided in its favor. The Chief Justice, Ber- 
mudez, in the opinion, said: The company 
did not admit that it owed the defendant any 
specitic sum of money; and as the plaintiff, by 
attachment, can acquire no other or greater 
rights against itthan the defendant, it follows 
that, though the wna, va be indebted to the de- 
fendaant, yet if there anytning to be done as 
a condition precedent to the recovery of his 
debt in an action against the company, the 
plaintiff cannot obtain judgment without per- 
forming the condition. It is not .@pough to 
charge the company that it owes the defendant 
something; the amount due must be shown.” 


RAILROADS—NEGLIGENCE. 
A nger left his seat on his station (a small 


one) being called, and was on the lower step of 


the platform to leave the car, it being still in 
motion. A full stop was made, but as he stepped 
off the train was started with a jerk, and he was 
thrown down and injured. The train had stopped 
atthe usual and ous tomary place, and then 
started and drew up the water-tank a few 
In ao action for damages, 

ood vs. The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad Company, on the ground of negligence, 
the piaintiff recovered a udgment which was 
carried to the Supréme Court of Michifan by 
the com pany. eX Marston, in affirming the 
judgment, said: is claimed by the company 
that the plaintiff cannot recover because be was 
negtigent in going on the platform and down to 
the lower step whilst the cars were in motion. 
This may be true, and might bave prevented a 
recovery bad the plaintiff been injuref while 
standing there be the train stopped. But 
such was not the fact: bis position on the step in 
nowise contributed 10 his injury. Upon the 
stop of the train he had then a rigut to get 
off, Whate er bis posidon up to time may 
have been, and the danger of his position up to 
then cannot be charged to him if he then, in the 
usual and customary manner and p at- 
tempted o «et off”. 

AGENCY--EVIDENCE OF AUTHORITY. 

The authority of an agent to act in any par- 
ticular matter cannot be proven by the deciara- 
tion of agent himself made in connection 
with the att done: bis authority as agent must 
be established by other evidence before his dec- 
larativun. can be received—Gilbert vs. James, 
Supreme Court of North Carolina.

It cannot be fro 
any teachings of the aposties, for they nowbere 
say that Sunday should be the Christian Sab- 
bath, an owbere pretend that they had the 
power to change God's commandment or its 
application from Saturday to Sunday. 

The question then paturally arises as to why 
we observe Sunday as the Sabbath. It seems to 
have arisea in thie way: Some of the Apostice 
and early Christians chose to Bold certain re- 
ligious ceremonies on Sunday, because it w 
claimed Christ arose on that day; and these cér- 
emonies gradually grew into a custom, which, 
over 300 years after Christ, was sanctioned and 
broadeved by the edict of the Roman Emperor 
Constantine, probibiting certain classes of labor 
on Sunday. But never, by the Aposties, nor by 
the other early Christians, nur by Constantine, 
was it claimed that Sunday, or the Lord's Day,’ 
as it had come to be called, wus the Sabbath, 
which God had commanded to be kept boly.

RAILROAD RIGHT OF PRIVATE COMBAT. 

There is one aspect of the railroad war 
which has been lately raging in the North- 
west that the public does not seem to fully 
cémprehecd. For several wee through- 
out the richest territory tributary to Chicago 
and along the lines of railroads extending 
thousands of miles, all business interests 
have been kept jn a state of feverish gncer- 
tainty by the constant and arbitrary changes

| duced, and extravagant railroad-buliding 
must be checked, but it is intolerable that 
these public questions be settled by private 
war, originating in the whims and jealousies, 
the love of power, the private ambitions, or 
the stock-gambling enterprises of the fortui- 
tous individuals who manage our rallroads. 
From epoch to epoch railroad rates may be 
controlled by the laws of trade” and the 
“ forces of competition,” but every well-in- 
formed man knows how remote from al! con- 
siderations of public policy, how mean and 
sinister the motives often are which deter- 
mine railroad management from day to day. 
And we do not live by epochs, but by days. 

The free and easy days of ft American 
development, when everybody éould do as 
he pleased because there was room for 
everybody and no elbow need jostle any 
other, are passing away. The “boundless 
continent” has been about all platted out. 
Our society is stratifying; interests are be- 
ginning to conflict; perplexing problems of 
adjustment, from which Young America has 
been free, are beginning to force selves 
on us; it begins to appear that it uoes not 
pay for the citizen to be too busy to defend 
his rights of person and property; we are 
coming like older countries to the days of 
small things. The joyous days of the old- 
fashioned railroad king are drawing near 
the last. } 

Ile has got priceless charters for the ask- 
ing, and has respected their obligations or 
not as he chose. He has cut through city, 
town. and country as he listed. He has 
built roads through the wilderness and man- 
ufactured bonds for Wall street at his own 
sweet will. He has poured millions of the 
people’s money into worthless holes in the 
ground without let or hindrance from the 
society whose resources he was wasting. 
When the public frenzy for railroads has 
heen particularly strong he has sold itjwater 
on the stipulation that he was to be pajd for 
it every year thereafter the full price of milk. 
ile has taken possession of the iron roads 
and rivers of commerce and collected tolls 
at discretion. At the caprice of anger or 
self-interest he ignores the sovereignty of 
the State and the existence of courts and ar- 
bitrators, and devastates “his” territory by 
private war with another king as jocund and 
independent as himself. 

A new figure is rising in our polity, though 
as yet he is a man without a shadow. It is 
the statesman who is to bring the railroad 
king within the pale of public control, who 
is to deprive him of the right of private com- 
bat, and compel him to submit to public trib- 
unals questions which, though they arise 
between one king and another, are really 
questions of public rights snd interests. 
America is the only civilized country in 
which the right of railfoad kings to wage 
private war has not been taken away.

THE HOUSE SHAM CIVIL-SERVICE BILL. 

Mr. Kasson’s bill for the regulation of the 
civil service, as reported to the House of 
Representatives, has been materially modi- 


it, and by no means improved. Its provis- 
ions, as it stands, are as follows: 

1. The appointment of clerks and employés 
is to be made after a satisfactory examina- 
tion as to their fitness by a board to be ap- 


made in the rates of transportation from day | pointed by the President and confirmed by 


to day by the managers of the railroads™in- 
volved in the war.“ Country merchants 
who came to Chicago before the cutting 
of rates began, and paiti full prices for 
the transportation of themselves and their 
goods, find that their less forehanded com- 
petitors in business are now obtaining the 
same service from the railroads at a fraction 
of what they were compelled to pay. THe 
merchant who procrastinated about laying 
in his goods because he was lazy, or had not 
the money to pay for what be bought, is en- 
abled by the reductions he obtains from the 
railroads to undersell his prompter neigh- 
bor. The farmers who sold their wheat be- 
fore rates were cut have the satisfaction of, 
seeing those who waited till now to sell get- 
ting higher prices, since every reduction in 
freights is an addition to the interior price of 
wheat, 

No merchant, no grain-Shipper, no lumber- 
dealer, no farmer, no. one who has anything 
to buy or sell knows where he stands as Jong 
as the managers of the contending corpora- 
tions can exercise the prerogative of chang- 
ing at any hour any transportation tax as 
seems good tothem. These managers not 
only change the rates for freight and passen- 
gers from. hour to hour if they choose, but 
they assume to say that some of the commu- 
nities they serve shall have the lower rates 
and others shali not. People at competitive 
points where two antagonistic railroads - 
meet can, while the fun lasts, pay about 
what they choose for going to Chicago or St. 
Paul or bringing goods from those places, 
but persons in the very next township who 
have but one railroad are compelled to con- 
tinue to pay the old rates. Often they have 
to pay more, so that the collector of the 
transportation tax may make out of them 
what he has lost by his concessions to their 
more lucky neighbors. 3 

This power of capricious taxation, which 
not even the Czar of Russiacould assume for 
twenty-four hours without creating a worse 
than Nihilistie revolution, is exercised by our 
railroad mavagers at their own discretion. 
They have seized it as one of the preroga- 
tives of their crowns, and so far the public 
have submitted. Last year Mr. Vanderbilt, 
ses which are not yet understood, 
plunged the trunk lines into a war, which 
cost them at least $10,000,000, and eost the 
business and industry of the country agood 
deal more. There is a novelty in the cause 
of the present contest in the Northwest. 
Competition in rates is the usual-cause of 
irritation, but President Porter, of the Omaha 
Road, devlares that he has begun. this fight to 
prevent the St. Paul Road from building any 
zuore of its lines into his“ territory to com- 
pete with his road and divide his“ business. 
That is, the private individ ualsywho for their 
brief hour are the presiding ephemera of 
our transportation routes claim as their pre- 


| rogative not only the right to change the 


transportation tax from day to day for some 
individuals and not for others and for some 
éommunities and not for others, and the 
right to keep what they call“ their” terri- 
tory as a monopoly, within whose limits no 
competition is to enter to serve “their” 
public, but, greatest of all, the right to settle 
by private war at the public expense any 
questions that may arise between them and 
their rivals. ; 
One does not have to call himself a re- 
former ora political economist to be that 
this method of regulating the. supply of 
transportation and its terms to the demand 
is an exceedingly costly one to the public. 
In his recent report the Railroad Commis- 
sioner of Michigan states that the cost of 
railroad freights has been reduced 50 per 
cent siuce 1873, but he might have added 
that most of the important steps in_this de- 
cline have been actompanied dy struggles 
between the railroads so injurious to them- 
selves and the public as to be equivalent to 
a serieagof industrial civil wars. lis of 
the highest importance that too many rail- 
roads be not built in this country. He is 
not a public benefactor who makes two rail- 
roads grow where there was one before that 
&id all the work. The railroad history of 
the world ‘bears is unvarying y to the 
fact that hopes of permanent competition 
from parallel rodds are never fulfilied. Com- 
petition always runs, sooner or later, into 
combination. Railroad rates must be re- 


the Senate, and upon the basis of a fair 
apportionment among the various States. 
As originally proposed by Mr. Kasson, the 
bill included under this class the subbrdi- 
nate officers as weil as the clerks in the-de- 
partments and bureaus, and also. the custoin- 
houses, post-offices, and other public offices 
throughout the country in which ten or 
more persons are employed. In revising the 
bill the committee has cut off the application 
of its terms to subordinate officers, em- 
ployés of the executive offices, and the postal 
and customs service, thus limiting the bill 
to the clerks alone. If the present Washing- 
ton advices in regard to the bill shall prove 
to be correct, this restrichion of the jurisdic- 
tion of the examining board will seriously 
contract its usefulness, 

2. The term of office is fixed at tour years, 
instead of six years as originally recommend- 
ed by Mr. Kasson. There is reason to be- 
lieve that this change was brought about 
mainly through the importunities of the 
Democratic members of the committee, who 
are looking forward to a Democratic Ad- 
ministration and are desirous that there shall 
be a general redistribution of the Govern- 
ment patronage. It is said that Mr. Curtin 

made an effort to reduce the tenure of office 
to two years, which, ifit had been suc 
ful, would have enabled the next President, 
if a Democrat, to muster out the whole army 
of Government employés and fill their places 
with raw recruits drummed up among the 
ward bummers and strikers of the Bourbon 
party. As the bill stands, a Democratic 
President two years from now, through the 
head of the Post-Office Department, would 
be at liberty to change the 45,000 Postmasters 
thronghout the country whd are appointed 
in that manner and to make room for a large 
number of political strikers as “subordinate 
officers.’’\ 

y 3. A term of office for four years is fixed 
for Internal Revenue Collectors, which 
places that class of officers on the same foo 
ing as the Collectors of Customs and Post- 
masters, 

4. The section relative to political assess- 
ments prohibits Senators and Representa- 
tives as well as officers of the Government 
from addressing in writing or -by print any 
request, demand, or invitation for perty con- 
tributions to those who are enumerated as 
coming within the provisions of the act. 
This section is very far from satisfactory— 
first, because it is not as broad, compre- 
hensive, and explicit as it might have been 
made in the entire prohibition of political 
assessments; and, secondly, because such 
assessments may still be maintained as to the 
chief\and subordinate officers of all the de- 
partments in Washington, and of the Col- 
lectors, Postmasters, and other officers 
throughout the country. 

5. An important provision is that which 
makes it unlawful for a United States Sen- 
ator, or member of the House of Representa- 
tives, or Judge of a United States court to 
“solicit, request, or recommend the appoint- 
ment of any person to any place designated 
in the first section of this act the clerks, 
eto. ], and to any place to be filled by appoint- 
ment of. the President, unless requested 
therefor in writing.” This is all right so far 
as it goes, but there was no reason for pre- 
scribing how the practice of Congressional 
interference with appointments shall be reg- 
ulated. It ought to have béen cut off alto- 
gether. Asit is, the country Postmasters— 
45,000 in number~—and a large line of subor- 
ainate officers are left for Congressional 
manipulation. . 

6. The violation of the two sections de- 
scribed above is made a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable dy a fine not exceeding $100 for each 
offense. 

This bill is a mutilation of the original 
measure and does not respond to the popular 
demand for civil-service reform. Mr. Kas- 
son should not stand by it, but introduce 
amendments that will restore it to its original 
scope and carry out the full purpose of the 
reform. The Demoératic influences in the 
committee, looking hopefully to the control 
ot the Government patronage two years« 
hence, have overreached the Republican 

embers, who have assented to compromises

singing of the school-childfen. He may be 


regarded as one of the pioneers of music in 
Chicago, and as a concert-singer he was asso- 
elated with several artists who have since 
risen to fame, though most of them have 
long been silent.

Steam has been let into all her great 
arteries, but she won't stir a peg, and lies 


there grimly watching the ebb and now of 


tides, and barnacles (which are fond of sta- 
tionary homes) are thickly inerusting her 
Keel, evidently mistaking her for a wharf. 
Robeson has ordered her to go, the people 
have ordered her to go, the Government has 
ordered her to go, but allin vain. She is one 
of the standing institutions of the country, 
bearmg the same relations to it that the Pyra- 
mids do.to Egypt or the Coliseum to Rome. 
It is not improbable that forty centuries will 
look down trom the summit of its turrets 
and proclaim how Robeson built for all time. 
Except as a monument to that gentleman 
there appears to be no significante in this 
collection of iron rivets and plates called the 
Miantonomali. 

For there appear to be several little diffi- 
eulties in the way of moving this huge tub. 
It not only requires an almost inconceivable 
amount of power to move it at the startling 
speed of aboutamile an hour, but it requires 
corresponding power to do anything aboard 
ship. There must be special steam-engines 
for handling the guns, and two or three 
steam engines to move the rudder; and with 
the maximum of power from these engines 
the helm can be swung roͤund in ten minates.

Tue liquidation of the City of Glasgow 
Bank has cost £194,000, or 1% per cent on the 
amount which has passed through the hands of 
the liquidators. The total is m upof £30,- 
000 for salaries and expenses, £103,000 for legal 
charges, and £61,000 for remuneration of liqui- 
dators. There were 1,300 shareholders when the 

dank stopped: of these 860 were women, and 
there were 174 persons who merely held as 
trustees or executors. The first call of £500 per 
£100 share produced haif the nominal amount, 
and entirely ruined one-third of the stiarehold- 
ers. The next call was £2,250 per share, and 
after it was paid only 176 contributories were left 
solvent. The accounts of the bank had been 
falsified for years, ana tosuch an extent had 
liabilities been underestimated and assets over- 
estimated (to say nothing of the total loss of the 
reserve fund and original capital) that there 
was a deficiency of £5,200,000, which enormous 
sum had been principally lost through four 
accounts, on which 26,700,000 [28 million 
dollars] dad been lent in return for securities 
worth £1,521,000 [7% million dollars]. It would 
be difficult to fina a parallel for the combined 
roguery and imbecility whieh ruined the con- 
cera.—Truth, - | ?

New York, Deo. 10.— Tue slushy condition of 
the streets and the unconiforta weather bad 
more to do today with a somewhat strict observ- 
ance of the Sabbath than did the police or any 
sections of the penal code. Owing to the liberal 
construction of the police as to “ works of ne- 
cessity and obarity.“ to the injuuctions procured 
by some of the merchants on the East Side, and 
the effect ot the weather Sunday was observed 
very much as every similar unpleasant Sunday 
bes been observed here for years past 
hefore so much fuss was made about 
the enforcement of the laws relative 
to the observance ot the Sabdath. 
The groceries, markets, and bakeries were open 
in the morning for the accommodation of the 
thousands whose hand-to-moutt sort of life 


their scantily furnished tables from day to day. 
and who have no means for preserving their 
meats or vegetabies from one day to another. 
THE NEWS-STANDS WERE RUNNING 

in full blast. but the boot-viacks bad poorer 
luck, for the business of which they were de- 
prived a week ago by law was very materially 
interfered with by the weather. The 
barber-shops were opened, much to 


the disgust of the employed barbers, who 


would pleased to have one day's yest during 
the wee but, as in every other line of business, 
the weather so effectually kept people at home 
that the profits were small. The cigar-stores 
and confectionery establishments, which have 


were very generally closed throughout the city. 
Druggists and restaurant-keepers were prohib- 
ited from selling cigars, and when a customer 
asked for a cigar he was “sized up” very care- 
fully. There was no trouble at the saloons, and 
probably every one in the city was open aad did 
a rushing business. 

IN THE GERMAN DISTRICT, 

on the east side of the city, the day was ob- 
served much as usual, and many of the Hebrew 
dealers in dry goods, fancy goods, clotbing, ‘and 
other articles kept their stores open during the 
day, and were not interfered with by the police. 
Such stores were principally on Avenues A, B. 
and C. below Tenth street. In a number of cases 
the police gave notice to proprietors of stores 
who did not have injunctions that they must not 
open their establishments. Some who refused 
to obey these orders were arrested and admitted 
to bail. The number of such arrests were few. 
and the whoie number of arrests in the city was 
very small in comparison with those of a week 


ago.

MISSIONS IN GERMANY. 


Lecture by the Rev. A. W. Patten in 
the Centenary M. R. Church, 

The Missionary Society of Centenary Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, of which tne Kev, Dr. 
Stone is President, has arranged to bold a mis- 
sionary meeting to discuss topics relating to 
missionary work one Sunday evening in each 
month during the year. @ first of the series 
was beld last evening. and the Rev. Dr. A. W. 
Patten. of Evanston, was the principal speakér, 

The reverend gentieman selected as his sub- 
ject “ Missions in Germany.” The address was 
largly historical and dealt with the facts toucb- 
ing the inception and progress of evangelization 
from 1660 down to the present, covering the 
reformation era and the subsequent decay of 
religious thought and life in that country. Fol- 
lowing this he spoke of the necessity of sustain- 
ing the missions in Germany n mls- 

ions of the American Methodist’ Episcopal 

urch, saying that while the fatherland was 
the seat of learning, rationalism, atheism, and 
intidelity bad a strong foothold there, aud that 


the most bitter attacks upon the church had 


come from there, there was great dan- 
ger of the missions being Overpowered by ma- 
terialism and agnosticism. 

Speaking further be said Methodism owed 
much to Germany in view of the deadness 
of the State Church, and the fact that the Ger- 
mans made the best of Methodists, he argued 
that it was the duty of the church hereto sus- 
tain the mission work there. The people needed 
more churches, for new ones were us rare as 
eomets, In the large cities, however, the ma- 
jority of the people did not attend churches of 
any kind. It bad been no unusual thing, ne 
ald. for the minister to go to his church on Sun- 
day and find that he 

HAD NO ONE TO PREACH TO, 

and so while churches were needed in the coun- 
try districts the evangelical work was needed in 
the cities. There had been no Sunday-schoois 
in Germany until 1803, and there were places 
even now where Methodists could not preach, 
ot + Aang gu pcatcme Bismarck had offered them pro- 
tection. 

In conclusion, the speaker went into statistics 
to show the extent of the work of the American 
Methodist Episcopal Church in that country, 
which was only one branch of the great enter- 
prise.

“ RAGNAROK,” 


A Correspondent Who Offers Evidence 
ia Support of Mr. Donneliy’s Theory. 
To the Editor of Ine Chicago Tribune. 
CuHIcaGao, Dec. 9.—Those interested in geolory 
and the physical phenomena of the world had 
cause to be greatly entertained with the extend- 


ed review in last Sonday’s Trisungz of Mr. Ig- 
natius Donnelly's new book, Ragnarok.”’ 

Having as yet not perused Mr. Donnelly's 
book, and depending for a comprehension of its 
contents on the review in Tue Tm, it will 
hardly be safe to criticise at length the theories 
and statements advan ; but esough can be 
gieaned from extracts and comments to give 
one 1 clear comprehension of what is in- 
tended, and also the relative value of the new 
ideas or theories. 

When a boy, living in the Western Reserve in 
Obio, the writer remembers well considerabie evi- 
dence that would 1 tosubstantiate the meories 
of Mr. Donnelly. In early boybvod it was ever 
a source of wonder to me where the myriads o 
great stones, locally known as “ Bardheads,”’ 
which lay scattered over the undulating tields 
and forests, came from. Even the most frnoraat 
and uniearned in geology of the inbabitants 
agreed that these rocks could not have grown” 


where found. In later years the perusal of. 


giacial-period literature brought some expiana- 
tion for what haa seemed so strange and mys- 
terious at a younger ago, but the theories of the 
giacial period and drift period in many respects 
hardly seemed to fit the case. The peculiar 
roundvess of many of these extraordinary rocks 
was accounted for by the action of water, ice, 
etc. These rocks, or bowiders, are universally 
of one material—a hard, flinty, dense, dark- 
colored substance which eannot be pb 
with chisei and hammer. In size 
they range from six inches to a 
dozen feet in diameter, though the larger ones 
N Aroe, the majority being from one to two 
1 in diameter. In weight they are nearly 
‘twice as beavy as any other stone found in that 
section. Bemgof such an adamantine nature 
they cannot be used tor buildmg purposes. 
Witbout going into detail, but following Mr. 
Donnelly’s theory,the distribution and character 
of these rocks would do much to strengthen his 
position, as even to the amateur goologist the 
presence of these “ bardbeads” ean far more 
piausibly be accounted for by comet contact 
than by glacial and drift periods. It seems tar 
more possibie that these fiinty, iron rocks were 
worn smooth and round by traveling millions of 
mites through the air. which movement, as we 
well know by experience; gives everything a 
rotary motion, without which many of 
bowlders could not have been formed, and of 
which they could hardiy have gotsuflicient by the 
older theories. Another point of importance, 
and which former theories bardly tccount for, 
is the peculiar manner in which many of these 
rocks are split. Being without auy “grain” or 
“strata,” if the term may be used, and so hard 
that the most powerfui agency can hardiy break 
or mar them, many of these rocks are found 
split through the contre. often both parts lying 
side by side. The ice and drift theory will hardly 
answer for the breaking of this class of rocks, 
the majority of the split ones being large, some 
weighing fitty tonsjand over. The smalier ones 
seldom show any splitting. As it has been found 
by the farmers in trying to remove these rocks 
that a continued fire over them will ultimately 
split them, it would seem to prove thai they 
were originally cracked by heat, which could 
well be accounted ‘for on the Donneliy theary, 
either by concussion with one another, or by 
the sudden cooling after the long ride in the 


comet's tail. ; 


There are many other points concerning these 
bowlders so widely distributed and so foreign to 
their surroundings which might be elaborated 
on to strengthen Mr. Donnelly's comet theory, 
but perhaps enough has been said to provoke 
further discussion by those better posted and 
a able to cope with the questions than the 
writer. b 

As the human mind, whether it belong to a 
clergyman, philosopher, or scientist. is prone to 
cling to established doctrines and theories, it 
may be some time before Mr. Donnelly’s views 
receive any serious attention from protcssed 
geologists and scientists, but having in them 
the rms of mature study. shrewd and far- 
seeihg deductions, as well as evidences of the 
closest observation of the results of cause and 
effect, they cannot fail in due time to attract 
the attention they deserve from the best of our

AMHERTSBURG, Ont., Dec. 10.—The ferry- 
steamer Gariand, on her way from Detroit to 
bring in the schooner Unadilla, got stuck in the 
ice just below the Lime- Kilns Crossing early yes- 
terday worning, and atill remains there unable to 
move any way. The ferry-steamer Fortune was 
dispatched from Detroit to assist the Garland, 
but she fared no better, not gerting as far cown 
as the Garland when she got fast in theice just 
below the Canada Southern Railway lips, 
and there they both remain. Both the 
large rahiway ferries were stuck at 
times yesterday. The tugs Balize and Kate 
Williams, with the schooner Harvey 
Bieseil, are at dock here unabie to get to Detroit. 
Where the Garland and Fortune are fast thé ice 
is solid to the bottom, being broken tp and 
pushed under by the railway ferries. This is 
the same place the stedmship Edwards and 
schooner Foster got caught two years ago. Ves- 
sel-owners will now believe that the ice is solid. 
Capt. MacLeod, insurance Inspector of Buffaio, 
was here yesterday looking after the insurance 
companies interested. The schooner Unadilla's 
cargo is insured for $20,000 in the office of Smith 
& Davidson, and the barge Manitowoc's 
cargo ia also insured. None of 
the hulls of the crafte in the ice 
are insured, Whittaker and sons, of Detroi 
who own the schooner Unadilla, are here, an 
say if the ferry-boats cannot bring ber in to- 
morrow they will let ber winter in Lake Erie.

The Bisseii is 
listed very badly. caused by being partiy filled 
with water, ore-dust, etc. Her pumps are kept 
at work constantly to keep her afloat. She has 
the outtit of the schooner Russell on board, 
which was run down in the Sault Ste. Marie 
River by the propeller Northern, and was re- 
turning from deliver part of the Russell's 
cargo at Cleveland. A steam pump bad been 
ordered for the echooner, but owing to the 
biockade of the railway it did not arrive. They 
will try and get the schooner and tugs to De- 
troit. 

The Canada Southern Railway car ferry trans- 
fer was stuck tn the ice in the middie of the 
river at the railway crossing from 6 o'ciock last 
night until 10 this moraing. She bad on board 
the passenger train,and both crew and passengers 
were without provisions. The larger iron car 
ferry transport was aiso stuck for several 
hours with atrain of live stock. The midaigut 
train from Detroit to Buffalo was canceled Sat- 
urday, and all through passenger trains east 
and west on the Canada Southern were canceled 
this morning. All day today the ferries were 
unable to make crossings. From the appear- 
ante of the river and weather their troubles 
bave only commenced, as it is now — 
hard, win a gale from the west, accompan 
with snow. The ferries from Detroit having cut 
the ice above the crossing, it came down and 
filled up the clear space which was kept by the 
Canada Southern Railway ferries. Net in eight 
years have the terry-boats been troubled any- 
thing like the present. The ice being — wen 
mostiy of snow and ali broken up, the ts 
wili run their lengths into it and stick fast.

And now whatare the factsin reference to 
these? The Apostie’s Creed is the basis of the 
other two, and is accepted alike by Uatholic, and 
Greek, and Protestant; it atlirins a belief in the 
“resurrection of the body and the judg- 
ment.“ “life evertasttug.“ but says not one 
word about endiess punishment. The Nicene 
Creed was adopted at the Council of Nice, A. D. 
#25, and enlarged at the second yreat council at 
Constantinople, A. D. 381. It is an enlargement 
of the Apostle's Creed, and sets forth more 
specitically the doctrine concernwg the person 
of Christ. And the Nicene Creed, too, teaches 
the doctrine of the “ rrevtion,”: and -of 
“judgment,” and tune 1 of the worid to 
come,” but says nothing about endless punish- 
ment.

In fact, they did a 
thriving business throughout the day, becoming 
more brazenly detiant as darkness dropped 
down. Nearly every dago den in the city has a 
corps of female solicitors, Woo patrol State or 
South Clark streets. Thesegiris virtually, but 
not virtuously, secure the patronage upon which 
the dago depends for bis ducats. They know no 
Sunday. Their sbibboieth 1s “Gointotreat?’ 
and their objective point ia tne lace-curtained 
bowergback of the dass barroom. Last 


night as early as 5 oclock the giris 
were spreading their nets in and around 
the pluces so correctly characterized by the 
Methodist ministers at their last meet as 
“breathing notes of bell.“ The nymphs ac- 
costed nearly every other r-by. and their 
victims were neither few nor far between. 

At 268 State street the dago was dishing 
out the drinks in one, two, three order when 
Tun TRIBUNE reporter entered. Five women 
and eight men lounged around in tee refresu- 
ment department in the rear of the bar. Three 
of the women sat at tables with their escorts, 
an all were drinking beer, Back of 
the first partition was a third room 
the entrance to which was partially conceaied 
by lace drapery. in this apartment were two 
giris and three men. One of the men wo was 
drunk ordered “drinks all round,” and the girl 
by bis side said she wanted some wine, and 
added, with an oath, that she proposed to get 
wine. : 

At 200 State street the windows were elab- 
orately garnished witb oyster-shells and pigs’ 
feet.

The acquirement of the art of 
sculpture, painting, architecture, cost money 
and time, but music might wander to and fro 
over the earth at no particular expense. Wher- 
ever a sweet-voiced girl might pause, wherever 
a Jenny Lind might walk or ride, or wherever a 
hegro with a cheap violin might lodge, music 
would be found.

Clerical Intolerance. 
To the Editor of: The Chicage Tribune. 
CIAO Ded. 8. Tuesday, the 28th ult., at 
the Taberuacie Church in this city a council of 
pastors and delega from Congregational 
churches ip Chicago and vicinity met to install 
the Rev. F. E. Emerich as pastor. Hs had dis- 
solveda pastorate of several years’ successful 
and acceptable labor iu Maine, against the 


wishes of tis church and people, to accept an 


urgent call from the Tabernacie Chureb. The 
Congregational organ, the Advance, iu its next 
issue gave no notice of the council, but this 
week vet a tardy notice, concluding with these 
words: Many reports of this council are to be 
taken with large discount of errors.“ Not hav- 
ing met with any reportsof the council, the 
writer. who was a delegate thereto, concludes to 
make one. The examination of the candidate 
was very interesting; his auswers were ready 
and clear, beng largely citaaons from Script- 
ure. 

His hope for a possible future probation for 
those who have lived without the law and Gos- 
pel, based on some passages in First Peter 
and other Scriptures, was the onty point of dif- 
ference during the examination. Being asked 
if he should preach that doctrine, he answered 
Certainly not, as it aid not apply to bearers of 
the Gospel. 

Discussion discovered the facts that some em- 
inent divines in this country hoid and teach the 
doctrine, that the great commentator, Aiford, 
indorses it, and that candidates to the Congre- 
gationai ministry who bold to it have been re- 
cently dccepted. Yetio the face of facts 

most of the clergymen of the council voted 
against inostailadoo and refused to take the 
part assigned them in the subsequent exercises. 

The actual vote stood 11 for tos against ac- 
ceptance—the opposing votes being ail clerzy- 
men. If three only of the lay delewates-had vot- 
ed with their tors the figures would bave 
been revers the ciergymen would have 
gained the — Mr. Emerich would have left 
Maine for a colder climate, and the Tubernacie 
Church would still be waiting fora pastor. 

ꝓhe professional bigotry here manifested may 
have its parallel in the fraternal feeling existing 
between the small and large piiil sehoois of med- 
icine, but is less becoming in the divinity doctors 
than in the medics. 

The inconsistencies of the opposition have 
been stated. If eminent divines and commenta- 
tors hold the belief objected to, why not deal 
with them? Gentlemen, take one of your size, 
if you have the courage. Furtnermore, if such 
beliefs gre so dangerous, reverend gentiemen, 
why mot preach against the doctrine? If we lay- 
men need enlightenment in this regard, give us 
some old-fashioned doctrinal sermons—a kind 
we never bear any more—so that when we are 
appointed to a council we may vote on the side 
of intelligence. 

Finally, the great business-centre of our city, 
containing more than 100,000 souls, with theatres 
and concert saloons innumerable running every 
Sunday night, has no accessible Sunday even- 
ing religious service. 

‘rhe main Sunday morning services afford- 
ed by Dr. Thomas, who was cast out by tne 
Methodists, and Prof. Swing, who was frozen out 
or scorched out by the Presbyterians. If these 
objecting Cvongregaciona!l professors cannot 
deny themselves and bold up the Christian cross 
in this great benighted centre on Sunday even- 
ings we shall pray that they may reject some 
stubbora, hodest brother, whom bis Master can 
use as a corner-stone in this long- needed work. 
The fact that some of the oppusmg clergymen 
bave since regretted their action should be 
placed to their credit. The warning in the Ad- 
vance may have been pruphetically aimed at this 
report. .

All the Societies in the Archdiocese te 


Organize a Union. 

A meeting of delegates from various Catholic 
temperance organizations in this city was held 
at St. Patrick's School- Hall, on Desplaines 
street, last evening, the Rev. P. J. Conway pre- 
siding. The meeting was called to consider the 
advisability of organizing the different total- 
abstinence societies into an Archdiocese Union, 
independent of the State Union. 

Father Hodnett said he believed there was ur - 
gent necessity for the centralization of the tem- 
perance societies here, so that more efiicient 
work could be done. Great good would result, 
he said, from organized effort. 

Fathers Conway and Terry indorsed the move- 
meat, and said they would lend it all the aid in 
their power. 

Col, W. P. Rend, who was present as 
gate from tne St. Patrick's iet 
tion to the lecture by Bishop Ireland. of St. 
Paul, at Central Music-Hall, Jau. 17, said he 
hoped the societies would be weil represented at 
the lecture. Tne Colonel incidentaily made a 
strong appeal to those present to usetheir best 
efforts to swell their ranks. It was hardly cred- 
itable to the Irish people of this city that few 
of them were temperance meu. It was gratity- 
Vicar-General and so many 
clergymen present at the meeting. 

Mr. W. J. Onahan also addressed the meeting 
in behalf of the lecture of Bishop Ir d on 
temperance. He said the lecturer wouid create 
u healthy public sentiment on the question 
which would benefit the tempefance orgdniza- 
tions here. 72 

After an expression of opinion from the differ- 
ent delegates, the majority of whom favored 
the proposed union, a motion was passed that a 
committee of tive be &ppointed to drawupa 
constitution and by-laws to be submitted at a 
meeting to be held at the same place 
Sunday evening.

On motiva ot Mr. John O'Neill, it was re- 
solved that the delegates present codédperate 
with the St. Patrick's Society ia making’ Bishop 
Irelaund's lecture a success, and that they ask 
their societies to take action in,the matter, such 
action to be reported to the Chairman of the 
Lecture Committee, Col. Rend. 

Father Conway, at the close of the meeting, 
said the Archbishop was heartily in favor of the 
movement for a stronger organization of 
the temperance men, and would lend 
bis presence at all times to further 
that object. The reverend gentieman said that 
be himself was sanguine that before another 
year roile@ round the temperance organizations 
in the different churches in the archdiocese 
would be largely increased. Each parish should 
have one or more strong societies, with libraries 
attached, to educate the young as well as the 
old in the path of sobriety and morulity. The 
meeting then adjourned. *
